Mr. Sager’s action follows the pub- 
Heation in the Post-Dispatch of an 
exclusive interview with Assistant 
Attorney-General John Kennish, in 
which he stated that he would pro- 
ceed against the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. for violation of the 
anti-trust statutes. 

Mr. Sager said Friday that he hoped 
Mr. Kennish would file suits against 
the North American Co. and push 
them in the Supreme Court. Mr. Sa- 
ger expressed the opinion that quick- 
er action could be obtained in the Su- 
preme Court than in the Circuit 
Courts. 

The ouster suit was filed last May. 
Mr. Sager, in his information, charged 
that the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. had violated the anti-trust 
statutes of the State by merging all 
the electric light and power com- 
panies in St. Louis, thereby creating 
a monopoly in the manufacture and 
distribution of electricity for illum- 
ination and power. He asked that the 
charter and franchises of the defend- 
ant be annulled and that penalties ag- 
gregating $134,800 be assessed against 
it. 

The fact that the North American 
Co., a holding corporation, owns and 
controls the stock of the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. already has 
been established by evidence taken in 
a civil suit. 

The ownership of the Union Electric 
by the North American is so clearly 
established that Mr. Sager expects little 
difficulty in getting evidence of this 
fact before the court. He will prosecute 
the case along the lines of the celebrat- 


ed Northern Securities decision. 


It is charged by Mr. Sager that the 
North American Co., in pursuance of a 
plan to merge all of the electric light 
plants in St. Louis so that it could ob- 
tain a monopoly on manufacturing and 
distributing electricity, caused the con- 
solidation of the Consolidated and Im 
perial Electric Light and Power com. 
panies, then merged the Imperial anc¢ 
Citizens’ into the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., which subsequently took 
over the Missouri-Edison Electric Co. 

Since the suit was filed the North 
Americah has acquired control of the 
Co., thereby gaining 
complete control of all the electric light-

THEN PRICE WAS RAISED 


ST. LOUIS, April 15, 1908. 
Special to the Post-Disputch. 
One year ago I moved to this city 


and purchased an  old-established 
~business. I called at the electric 
office and asked to have the light- 
ing contract transferred to me. I 
deposited my $50, signed the sup- 
posed transfer and left the city for 
a week. While absent, their rep- 
resentatives called and informed 
the maid that they were ordered 
by me to change the Nerse lamps 
to one-third less size. 

Later they made strong efforts 
to get me to sign a paper to the 
effect that I had removed and 
used three lamps, worth, possibly, 
$15 to $20 each. 

I refused to sign the false state- 
ment. After six to seven men had 
called, I visited the general offices. 
After listening to their insults, I 
departed a wiser man on _ their 
shrewd system. 

A week later I received notice 
that my minimum had been raised 
from $16 to $30 a month. Remember, 
we are on a meter, and were using 
at that time $2 to $4 a month, but 
paying $16 for it. They claimed I 
had larger lamps than my contract 
called for. I reduced my lamps: in 
size to conform to the president’s 
request, but I failed to get my 
minimum reduced to the $16 rate. 
I doubt if my meter will show $30 
worth of electricity used between 
June 1 and Oct. 1. 

Unless the city offers a means 
to protect the business men from 
these monopolies and outrageous 
charges, I will be forced to put in 
an independent gas plant or close 
my business.

Pair. Escape on Horseback 
After Daring Hold-Up at 
Chautauqua, Kan. 





COFFEYVILLE, Kan., April 17.— 
Two men entered the Citizens’ State 


Bank at Chautauqua, 25 miles west of 
Coffeyville, at 93:30 this morning and 


after forcing Cashier C. C. Walter- 
house and Del Easley, a business man, 
to enter the vault, they locked them 
in, took all the currency in sight, 
amounting to about $3000, and es- 
caped into the Osage Hills, across the 
line in Oklaboma. 

Four posses are The 
robbers had only half an hour's start. 


Daring Daylight Robbery. 

The robbery was one of the most dar- 
ing ever executed In this part of Kan- 
sas, the seene of many holdups on the 
part of the Dalton, Starr and other 
gangs of outlaws who from time to time 
have made their rendezvous in the 
mountainous Oklahoma country. 

Cashier Walterhouse had _ scarcely 
opened the bank at Chautauqua this 
morning and placed hie currency on the 
counter ready for the day’s business 
when the two robbers entered. The only 
other person in the place was Easley. 

The robbers, both well dressed, made 
their way leisurely to the cashier's win- 
dow. One of them was a man well 
known about town, and when he com- 
manded Walterhouse and Easley to 
throw up their hands, they took it as a 
joke. 

That the robbers meant business was 
realized a moment later, however, when 
they both drew revo vers and, point- 
ing them at their victims. ordered them 
to get into the vault. Walterhouse and 
Fasley complied. The robbers quickly 
siammed the door shut and then leisure- 
Iy went about their business of looting 
the bank. 

Several Spoke to Robber. 

First they drew down the window 
shades facing the street and locked the 
aoors to prevent interference. When 
they had scraped up all the money in 
sight they walked out the front en- 
trance and up the matin street. One of 
the men carried a sack. 

Feveral persons who knew the man, 
who, Walterhouse and Easley say, is 
a well-known Chautauqua character, 
spcke to him tn a friendly manner. 
Nothing in the appearance of the rob- 
bers betrayed the part they had just 
played. 

A block away they mounted Laie 
that they had tied eat the curbing and 
rode off toward the Oklahomae-Kansas 


in pursuit. 


The tragedy followed a last interview 
with the “other woman,’’ when the min- 
ister was told that the wedding could 
according to servants 
who overheard the conversation, the 
woman said to him: “You owe me all 
the love that a man can give his wife. 
I will not be cast off for another wom- 
an. Either you will marry me, or I will 
tell my story to the public.” 

Some time after she left the hotel the 
minister lay down on the floor, where 
his body would be invisible from the 
doorway, and killed himself. 

Betrothed Only a Week. 

Just a week ago the announcement 
was made that Mr. Tomson and Mrs. 
Fannie R. Kenworthy, a wealthy wid- 

ow and a member of his congregation, 
were engaged to be married. Tomson's 
wife had died a year and a half ago, 
and the minister was living at the New- 
ton Hotel, where the “other woman” 
also was a guest. 

When the announcement of the en- 
gagement was made, the “other woman’ 
and the minister had a stormy inter- 
view. The minigter told her that he 
loved Mrs. Kenworthy and intended to 
make her his wife. The woman replied 
that she would not submit to the mar- 
riage, declaring, “‘_No woman in the 
world shall come between’ us.” 

Exposed to Sunday School, 

The woman went before a meeting of 
Sunday-school teachers last Monday 
night and told her story. A delegation 
of the teachers called on the minister 
and demanded the truth. The woman’s 
story was branded as a lie by Tomson, 
and his callers were so indignant that 
they forced the ‘“‘other woman" to leave 
the city. She went to Philadelphia, 
where she is employed now. 

The Tragedy. 

Last night the minister was to have 
called on his flancee, Mrs. Kenworthy, 
He failed to appear, and a searching 
party was organized. They called first 
at his aotel, and looked tinto his room. 
They failed to find his body. 

All night they looked for him in 
vain, and it was not untll a servant 
entered the minister’s room this morn- 
ing that the tragedy wag bared. Tom- 
son Inay dead on the floor, clutching 
the revolver with which he had é¢né- 
ed his life. There was no note to 
explain it, but a written explanation 
of the motive that had driven him to

Mohammedans Attack Euro- 
peans, Who Rally and Put 
Them to Rout. 








COLCOMB, Bechar, Algeria, April 17. 
—AM French column posted on Talzaza 
Hill, which commands the plain of Tam- 
let, was attacked fiercely at daylight 
yesterday by a number of Berbers, who, 
with nomad Arabs, have been concen- 
trating for some weeks past on the 
western frontier of Algeria. 

Although surprised, the French force 
rallied and fought desnerately and not 
only beat off their adversaries, but pur- 
sued them for six miles. 

So hot was the pursuit that the Arabs, 
in their headlong flight, abandoned their 
dead and wounded. Several green flags 
of the prophet also fell into the hands 
of the French. 

This French victory was costly. Twen- 
ty-eight men, including an officer, were 
killed; 100 men, including 10 officers, 
were wounded. The losses were great- 
est in the foreign legion. 

The Berber losses were much heavier, 
no less than 125 dead bodies being 
found by the French troops. The French 
pursuit was stopped by darkness. 


PRESIDENT SHIFTS ARMY MAN 
HE HAS EXILED FROM FELLOWS 


Transfers Colonel From Abandoned 
Fort in Arizona to Equal Lone- 


liness in Florida. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—On order 
of President Roosevelt, the War De- 
partment will transfer Col. William F. 
Stewart of the Coast Artillery from the 
abandoned post at Fort Grant. where he 
has been an exile since last September, 
to the St. Francis barracks, also aban- 
doned, at St. Aligustine, Fla. 

No reason is given by the department 
or from the White House for Col. Stew- 
art's exile. That he has displeased the 
President is certain, but in what way 
none will tell. When he demanded the 
reason for his banishment from the 
haunts of mankind, Col. Stewart re- 
ceived the following explanation from 
the War Department: 

“The action of the President that de- 
termined your present status was based 


upon a report submitted and acted upon 
by the President, which contained the 
distinct recommendation that you be 
retained at Fort Grant until you reach 
the immune age (62) permitting of your 
compulsory retirement by the President, 
unless in the meantime your application 
to be retired after 40 years’ service 
should be received; then, of course, you 
would be ordered to your home on re- 
tirement.”’

Was Writing a Report. 

Smith told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday that he went into the office to 
write out a report on a defective coal 
hole, and that while he was there a 
Chinese entered and scrutinized a racing 
form. The remark about the ‘“‘ponies”’ 
was addressed to the Chinese, Smith 
Says. . 2

AFTER 99 YEARS, BOOK 
RECORDING INCORPORATION 
OF ST. LOUIS I$ FOUND 


Dusty Old Volume That Tells His- 
tory of a Century Ago Discov- 


ered in Courthouse. 

After a search of more than 15 years 
by officials of the Circuit Court and 
officers of the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety, the Circuit ‘Court record book for 
the years 1804 to 1809, containing the 
record of the incorporation of the City 
of St. Louis, has been found. 

The book, covered with dust, was 
found on a high shelf in the besement 
of the Courthouse by Deputy Circuit 
Clerks Gus Lamoureaux and Emil Alex- 
ander, who have been conducting a sys- 
tematic search of the building for the 
volume during the last week. 

The most interesting record in the 
book is that of the incorporation of St. 
Louis. The boundaries of the city are 
described as follows: 

“Beginning at Antoine Roy’s mill, on 
the bank of the Mississippi River, 
thence running 60 arpents west, thence 
south on said line of 60 arpents in the 
rear until the same comes to the Bar- 
rier De Noyer, thence due south until 
it comes to the Sugar Loaf, thence due 
east to the Mississippi, from thence by 
the Mississippi to the place first men- 
tioned.’’ 

The incorporation was recorded in the 
year 1809. At that time Silas Bent was 
the presiding Judge, according to the 
record. 

An account of the incorporation of St. 
Louis Township, extending from the 
Mississippi to the Meramec rivers, is 
also contained in the record. The boun- 
daries are indefinite. They are indicat- 
ed in man, Instances by reference to 
certain “tall cottonwood trees.’’ 

The volume will be rebound and placed 
among the other court records.

Says. Number Ought to 
Be Reduced. 





BOSTON MODEL FOR US 





Hears His Name Mentioned for 
Circuit Attorney, but Is 
| Too Busy. 


By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 
HOMAS E. MULVIHILL, who has 
T revoked the licenses of so many 
largé, prosperous saloon keepers; 
who has forbidden music in summer 
gardens; who will not permit cards 
or billiards in saloons; who has de- 
prived the women of their afternoon 
drinks in downtown restaurants, and, 
no matter how much they suffer from 
heat or cold, will not permit them the 
comfort of a mint julep or a hot toddy; 
who has put the lid on our city, to the 
glorification of our Governor—he whom 
I have. heard spoken of as “‘Czar’’ Mul- 
vihill—is a very small man, with a 
large, worried look. 

He talked to me half an hour; and 
not once did he smile, not even at his 
own jokes, which shows that he has 
completely lost the habit. 

But I think you would look worried, 
too, if you felt you had the moral de- 
meanor of this great city resting on 
your very slender shoulders. 


Hopes Women Appro 
He seemed to. be glad to ‘vote his 


Opinions to a woman, for he thinks 
the women are largely on his side. So, 
when he sank into his chair beneath 
the portrait of Gov. Folk, and while he 
looked away off out the window and 
told me something of the work he still 
intends to do, I made a sketch of him. 

The wicked-looking bottles which so 
unfortunately got mixed up into the 
background are contraband goods which 
were confiscated, and samples which 
have not been sampled, he explained to 
me. 

“T have been in office three years. I 
have one more year to serve, and my 
work is not finished yet,’’ he said to me. 

‘Last summer I met the Excise Com- 
missioners of the United States in the 
East, and looked into the work which 
has been done in other cities. I found 
that nowhere are the dramshop laws 
so strictly enforced as in St. Louis. 


Boston as a Model. 
“But St. Louls might learn from Bos- 


ton how to improve these laws. In that 
city, which has as large a population 
during business hours as our city, the 
saloons are limited in number to 1000, 
and the privte of a license is fixed at 
$2700. They close at 11 o'clock every 
week night. 

“We have reduced the number of sa- 
loons from 2700 to 2100, but the price of 
a license is still $724. And we think 
we do well to keep them closed on Sun- 
days.’’—— 

“Are you at heart a Prohibitionist?” I 
asked. 

“Oh, no, nor even a total abstainer, 
though I do put the lid on myself now 
and then. I intend to double the Lenten 
season this year, and to go thirsty 100 
days—just to show myself that I am 
master. 

Be Careful, His Advice. 
“One of the reasons why I insist upon 


and advise all liquor dealers to stick 


Close within the limit of the law is 
that otherwise they play into the hands 
ef the Prohibitionists. The dry party 
has an argument in its favor when the 
saioon keeper can be held up as an un- 
scrupulous outlaw.”’ 

“Then you have no personal grudge 
against the saloon business?’’ 

“No; I know many saloon keepers who 
are honest men and gentlemen, and I 
would elevate the saloon business; but 
they suppress themselves when they are 
not open and on the square. 

‘There should be no screens or any 
sort of mystery about a saloon. 

Small Saloon an Evil. 

“The large dealers and brewery men 
should be with me in this suppression 
and weeding-out business; they should 
have foresight enough to see that the

NEW YORK, April 17.—S8amuel Gom- 
president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, said today that or- 
ganized labor was facing its greatest 
crisis and would put all political can- 
didates on record as to how they stood 

with regard to union measures. 
“Tabor will not let itself be  out- 
lawed by any judicial decision,” he 
said. “Labor has its rights, knows 
them and will stand for them. Labor 
organizations have political power. This 
power has never been utilized as it 
should be. 

“Labor Must Assert Itself.” 
“But it is time that labor asserted 
itself far more actively. In view of 
recent Court decisions, the time has ar- 
rived for labor to show that it has a 
distinct place in politics and must take 
it and exercise it for its own good. 
“Congressman Littlefteid, against 
whom labor made its protests, said he 
would be elected again to Congress, 
and he was; but his prestige declined, 
and now he is to leave Congress and re- 
tire to private life. 

‘“‘Labor cannot afford to overlook the 
record of any Congressman or public 
official. Labor must have always on 
hand the idea of what labor and its 
leaders are entitled to under the law. 

‘We respect the law-making powers 
and the judiciary, but labor is going 
to be the judge of what is best for la- 
bor in the way of labor legislation. It 
expects Congress promptly to pass the 
just and reasonable measures necessary 
for the protection of its liberties. 

“The failure of Congress to enact la- 
bor legislation will be a challenge to 
the further exercise of our power. The 
critical time has arrived for the action 
of the present Congress on our meas- 
ures, We know what to do if it fails 
to pass them. 

“Labor Will Unite at Polls.” 

‘Labor will unite in supporting its 
friends in the coming campaign, and 
will use its united power which has 
never before been fully’ put forth at 
the polls to oppose and defeat our en>2- 
mies, whether they are candidates for 
the presidency, Congress or any execu- 
tive or judicial office. 

‘“‘We will make a canvass of the can- 
didates before the election and put them 
on record as to their attitude on all la- 
bor measures. I consider that thé pres- 
ent crisis is the most momentous ever. 
faced by organized labor.’’

Mrs. Richards Thinks Parent- 
hood Right, but Not for 
Her and Husband. 








SEPARATED IN _ SPIRIT 





Daughter of Former Senator 


Reconciled to Martyrdom 
to Her Belief. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Disappoint- 
ed at not finding him in sympathy with 
her spiritual ideals, Mrs. George Rich- 
ards is reconciled to a separation from 
her husband, Lieutenant-Colonel Rich- 
ards of the Marine‘Corps. He is suing 
for the divorce on the ground that, dur- 
ing the nine years of their married life, 
she refused to become his wife in fact 
as well as in name.” ' 

Mrs. Richards says that, while she 
believes in parenthood, where the par- 
ents “are sufficient y elevated spiritu- 
ally,”’ she does not velieve it would be 
right in the case of herself and her 
husband. 

“Because of the ineradicable differ- 
ence in our spiritual ideals, the parting 
of our ways was inevitable,’ she says, 
and she looks forward to “spiritual un- 
folding,’’ during which she can strive 
for perfection apart from the husband, 
who, she thinks, is still wandering in 
spiritual darkness. 

Spiritually considered, Mrs. Richards 
feels that the relations of herself and 
Col. Richards were as those of the hare 
and the tortoise. The distinguished 
young naval officer cannot, his wife 
feels, keep up the spiritual pace which 
she has set. Mrs. Richards says that 
not only are her spiritual ideals far in 
advance of those entertained by Col. 
Richards, but they are also indefinitely 
higher than those of the vast majority 
of mankind. 


Must Be a Martyr. 
“T must be martyred for my beliefs 


now,” she says, “ag are all those who 
pay the penalty for being ahead of the 
times, but the time will come when 
these ideals will have conquered all 
humanity.” . 

The social prominence of both has at- 
tracted much attention to the case. Col. 
Richards, one of the best known officers 
in the Marine Corps, is the brother of 


*“*—John E. Richards, Attorney-General of 


Ohio, and has hosts of friends in the 
navy and club circles. His wife is the 
daughter of former Senator Roger @Q. 
Mills of Texas, who represented his 
State in Congress for 26 years and was 
the author of the Mills bill, a tariff 
measure introduced during his chair- 
manship of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

“Although I have realized for some 
time past the break between Col. Rich- 
ards and myself must come,’’ she said 
to a Post-Dispatch correspondent, ‘‘yet 
I was much surprised when this action 
was brought. It has put an Imputation 
upon me under which it is very difficult 
for a pure-minded woman to rest. The 
charge of fraud is especially hard for 
me to bear. 


Doesn't Oppose Marriage. 
“All my life long I have been an 


earnest student of spiritual problems, 
The views that I hold concerning mar- 
riage I have always held ever since I 
was old enough to think of such ques- 
tions. So far from thinking marriage 
sinful and immoral, as I am charged 
with doing, I consider it one of the most 
sacred things in human life. I think 
there should be absolute spiritual har- 
mony between husband and wife, that 
they should be really one. 

“Parenthood I consider the holiest re- 
lation in life, and I think that all young 
people should be educated to regard it 
as e most sacred responsibility they 
can fake upon themselves. I think the 
crime of irresponsible parenthood is the 
greatest sin of the age. 

“Both man and woman should have 
perfected themselves as far as they pos- 
sibly can before they undertake to rear 
a child, for children are the most per- 
fect expression of the God-nature that 
we know. No matter what environment 
may make him, no matter what he may 
allow himself to become, there is no 
7 doubt that the child at its birth is an 
| = tncontaminate soul. 

Be Net Christian Scientist.

Oklahoma Man Stern, 

A minister in Muskogee, Ok. (his 
name, significantly, does not appear in 
connection with his remarks), has risen 
up In his might and declared in sonorous 
tones: 

“The Merry Widow hat must go. 

“Our congregations are being broken 
up by the Merry Widow hat. 

“With the Merry Widow hats on the 
front seats, what’s the use of anyone 
else- coming in?

As 
to the view of the preacher being shut 
off from those in the back, there is 
something in that, but every one isn’t 
wearing 36-inch hats.

DETROIT, Mich., April 17—The simul- 
taneous desire on the part of Felix 
Biniak and hizs wife, Flora, to cross 
the ocean and pay an unexpected visit 
has resulted in bitter disappointment 
for both and utter destitution for Flora. 
Unawares they passed each other on the 
ocean, and when Flora arrived in De- 
troit, anticipating a joyful reunion with 
the husband whom she had not seen 
for four years, Felix was looking for 
her in a little village in Austria. 

Mrs. Biniak has now been in Detroit 


nine months. Her 4-year-old_ child, 
whom she took across the water with 
her, has been an additional drain on 
her meager means of support, and she 
is now in destitute circumstances. The 
woman with whom she has lived at 200 
Thirty-third street claims she can no 
longer support Mrs. Biniak and her 
child. 

“I would never have come to Detroit 
to surprise my husband,” said Mrs. Bin- 
lak, today, speaking through an inter- 
preter, “if the neighbors in our little 
village had not always been telling me 
that Felix had forgotten me, and never 
intended to see me again. So I got 
enough money somehow to come here

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There is much encouragement for St. Louis con- 
sumers of electricity and gas in the views recently 
expressed by Assistant Attorney-General Kennish 
and published in these columns. | 

Mr. Kennish shows that the Light Trust is sub- 
ject to attack in the courts on various grounds and 
that the Post-Dispatch was not in error when it 
held relative to the existing rates that they are 
illegal because they are unreasonable and without 
uniformity. 

So far as the individual consumer is concerned 
this is the most obvious point of attack and Mr. 
Kennish advises anyone who may feel aggrieved 
t) make the issue by refusing to pay more than 
the average price and then applying for an in- 
junction to restrain the Trust from withholding 
service. This would bring the case squarely be- 
fcre the courts. 

Where so much complaint is made it ought not 
to be difficult *o find a consumer who will not 
hesitate to devote time and money to the estab- 
lishment of an important principle, and yet the 
case is one which should appeal to the law depart- 
ment of the city itself. 

In the broader aspects of the controversy Mr. 
Kennish appears to entertain no doubt that the 
North Amer’can Trust can be dissolved by the 
Siate as a mere holding company and that La- 
ciede Gas and Union Electric, natural competitors 
tut in fact satellites of the North American, can 


| be successfully assailed as monopolies in restraint 


of-trade.. These points will be urged by him pres- 
ently ‘fn bills which he will file in the courts. 

Meantime more immediate relief may be looked 
for through action as above indicated on the part 
of individual consumers. The strange unwilling- 
ness of Americans to go to the courts for the re- 
dress of wrongs which are public in their nature 
Las often been remarked upon. It is this re- 
luctance, imposed upon outrageously, which is 
accountable for many a monopoly and many an 
al use. 

Fear of publicity, of expense and of persecution 
by the interests assailed has deterred some men 
from asserting themselves, but in most cases it is 
probable that a too-confident belief in the efficacy 
of public prosecutions has contributed to the in- 
difference of individuals. What is everybody’s 
business is nobody’s business, and it is only re- 
cently that public officers have been moved to act 
energetically in behalf of the people. 

One victim of monopoly demanding justice in 
the courts would be worth more in behalf of jus- 
tice in the concrete than many suits brought in 
behalf of cities, states or nation. One man can 
set the whole machinery of the law in motion, 
ard, if correctly advised, he can summon to his 
aid every important law officer of the State. 
Some of the most far-reaching victories for human 
rights have been gained in behalf of one humble 
victim of wrong who did not hesitate to take his 
case into court. 

Attorney-General Kennish gives excellent ad- 
vice in this matter and it should be heeded by the 
pecple of St. Louis. 
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THE DESERTED MOTHER OF SIX. 

The character of the St. Louis deserted mother 
o: six shines by contrast with the other charac- 
tcrs in the sad drama of a dual household dark- 
ened by an elopement. Her character indeed 
shines out of the hopelessness Of the situation in 
which she is left without support by an irre- 
sponsible husband with “artistic” aspirations who 
induced a woman of fresher years and beauty, the 
wife of his friend, likewise to desert her obliga- 
tions and depart with him for a “career.” 

The deserted mother of six makes no outcry 
against the stage-struck affinities. She will not 
pursue them; there will be no reprisals; her re- 
ligion forbids her considering divorce. Neither 
will she forgive. She asks no sympathy of the 
public, but avoids speaking of herself. Yet hers 
is not the silence of a crushed spirit; it is the 
dignity of womanhood which, though ever so 
quietly asserted, rises superior to the situation. 
She turns to her children—she will keep up the 
struggle of life for them. 

True only to the noblest of her instincts, what 
a fight can the frailest of women make! We gee 
brave weakness somehow succeeding unassisted 
and without means against all of the odds and 
ali of the sorrows that crush the strong. There 
is a certain heroism of humility which not only 
bears up under its wounds but discovers a re- 
sourcefulness to fight its way. How often is sheer 
spirit seen to win for women especially, and it 
is within human experience that sacrifice may 
even come to know a kind of rarified happiness. 

We trust that this. deserted mother of six, 
bereft of all save a true pride, a brave attitude 
and the exalted instincts and purpose of mother- 
hood, may yet by grace of Providence succeed 
for herself and her children, and in the deeper 
experience of life find bitterness even turned to 


happiness.

MAKE YOUR OWN FIRELESS COOKER 


It Saves Gas or Coal, Cooks Thoroughly, Never Burns the Food 
and Needs No Watching. 
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ASBESTOS, WOOL OR CHARCOAL. 
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HE cooking box or fireless cooker, which no Swedish 

T without, saves so much trouble and so much fire that it is remarkable 
not to find it in every American household. 

high and inside is about a foot square, It is lined throughout with 

Wool or charcoal and the lid is secured by hinges and fasfens down with a hook. 

With this fireless cooker belong three or four earthenware jars or palls, 
agate lined or just of tin, with covers that fit on tightty. Food that is to be 
cooked in the fireles oven must be brought to the boiling point on a regular 
stove over gas or coals before it !s placed in the cooking box. It remains in 
the box for hours, coming out still steaming hot and thoroughly cooked. Oat- 
meal can cook this way over night. 

The main point about this fireless cooker is to have the packing, wheth 
er it is asbestos, charcoal, sand in bags or clean sheep's wool, hay or_pieces 
of raw cotton and newspapers, so tightiy packed that no air can penetrate. The 
bottom of the cooker must be lined with some of the packing material. A 
good idea is to have the bottom filled with a kind of 1.:low made of some mate- 
rial and suffed with wool, cotton or sand. Upon this put your pail, with its 
bolling contents. Cover tightly with more pillows, hay or whatever you have.

“HOT CROSS BUNS 


Good Friday Dieting Custom 
Observed More Widely 
Than in Past. 








Five hundred thousand hot cross buns 
were eaten in St. Louis at breakfast 
and dinner, as part of the observance 
of Good Friday. This is about twice as 
many as were eaten on Good Friday 
last year. 

The hot cross buns were baked Thurs- 
day at the four or five bakeries which 
make a specialty of them, and were 
delivered as far as possible at the 
branch bakeries in time to be sold for 
break fast. 

Tne eating of hot cross buns on Good 
Friday is an old English custom. The 
pagans originated the hot buns. The 
Christians added the cross. When the 
Christian missionaries began their work 
in England, they found the pagans eat- 
ing the buns all the year around. The 
missionaries, by way of reminding their 
converts whenever they ate, had the 
iuns marked with a cross. Later the 
use of the buns was confined to re- 
ligious holidays, and finally to Good Fri- 
day.
